MEMPHIS STAKE?. 

Of the western clubs the New Memphis Jockey 
Club is first in the field with the announcement 
of its Btakes for its spring meeting of 1900. In 
addition the conditions of the Tennessee Derby 
and Oaks of 1901 are offered. A special to yes- 
terday’s Tribune says: 

“The new Memphis Jockey Clnb has an- 
nounced tte stakes to be decided at the meet- 
ing at Montgomery Park in 1900. Eleven fixed 
events are offered, tine of which close on Jan- 
uary 1, 1900 The Tentessee Derby and Ten- 
nessee Oaks for 1901 also close on that date. 
Of the stakee thet close next January four are 
for two-year-olds, three of which have $1,(00 
added, and to the other there has been added 
$7C0. In place of the New Gayoso Hotel Stakes 
has been substituted the Lumberman’s Stakes. 
The New Gayoso Hotpl Stakes was b guaranteed 
event, but as the local association has decided to 
absndon all guaranteed events the charge will 
be appreciated by treiners and horsemen in 
general. 

“The new stek",the Lumberman’s Stakes, has 
$700 added money and should be worth in the 
neighborhood of $1,000 to the winner. 

“The Turf Congress Stakes is also a new event 
offered by the Memphis club next spring. This 
stake will take the place of the Lnehrmann 
Stakes, and, like the Lnehrmann, will be for 
three year-olds. The Tnrf Congress Stakes has 
$2,000 added money, half of which is added by 
the club and the remainder by the Tnrf Con- 
gress. Five hundred dollars of thiB amount 
will be divided bstween the trainers and jock- 
eys of the first three horses at the finish. ThiB 
stake is destined to become one of the most 
popular of the local fixtures on account of th9 
unique conditions. 

“Three stakes are offered fort hree year olds 
and upward, the Montgomery Handicap, the 
Peabody Handicap and the Tennessee Brewing 
Btakes (selling). 

“The Montgomery Handicap last spring pro- 
duced a sensational race between Manuel, the 
winner of the Kentucky Derby, and Dunois, 
the latter getting the verdict by a head. The 
Montgomery was also the richest event offered 
in the west for three-year-olds and upward. 
The Peabody this year has $1,000 added. In 
addition to these events mentioned there is 
also $700 added to the Cotton Steeplechase 
Btakes.”

Shields 
was at bis wits’ end to diepover a remedy, but 
all his efforts proved futile until he put another 
horse and a dog in the stall with Jerid. The 
son of Sabine at once made friends with his new 
companions, and became so contented that be 
has taken on more than a hundred pounds. — 
Ban Francisco Chronicle. 



A special from Birmingham, Ala., to the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune of last Wednesday 
said: 

“ This afternoon Judge Green, of the Crim- 
inal Court, granted a petition for mandamus to 
compel Justice I. H. Benners to issue a warrant 
for the arrest of Thoe. G. Hewlett on the charge 
of violating the antipool-eelling law of the 
State. 

“He was a bookmaker at the State Fair, and 
was heretofore arrested on this charge, but re- 
leased under a ruling of Judge Fcagan, of the 
Inferior Criminal Court, who declared the law 
unconstitutional. Judge Green, who sits in a 
higher court, takes a contrary view, his issu- 
ance of mandamus being equivalent to declar- 
ing the law constitutional. Judge Green’s rul- 
ing will, it is thought, eventually prevail, and 
it is stated that the horsemen will accept it in 
good time and stop the races now in progress at 
the Fair Grounds, Hiwever, the law will be 
finally tested in the Supreme Court,”

Bueswnrm will probably be identified with the 
new track. 

Johnny Payne, who has the betting ring priv- 
ileges at the Birmingham meeting, sends word 
to a friend in Lexington that the meeting in the 
Iron City is a big success. The races are well 
attended and the bettiDg lively. The prospects 
are that the promoters will quit winners on the 
meeting this year, and if such is the case there 
will be racing at Birmingham next year, either 
in the spring or fall season.— Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 

The Hamilton Jockey Clnb has re-elected the 
following directors: — Dr. Osborne, J. M. Harris, 
P. D. Crerar, J. S, Hendrie, Samuel Barker, W. 
Hendrie, Jr„ B. S. Morris, Judge Monck and 
F. C. Bruce. C. 8. Scott was elected auditor. 
The directors will meet shortly to elect a presi- 
dent. They are anxious to have Mr. Barker 
again accept the presidency. 

Despite the fact that the new straightaway at 
8Leepsbead will be ready for nse at the next 
summer meeting, one stake will have to be de- 
cided over the old Fntnrity Coarse. This is the 
Futurity of 19(0, which closed prior to the 
contemplated alterations, and is billed to be 
run ever the Fntnrity Conrse.
